Fxperments on Locomorives.—M. Morin, a distinguished member 
of the Academie des Sciences, has rendered much service to the scientific 
world, by bringing to light the experiments of Messrs. Gouin and Le Cha- 
tillier, on locomotives. We give a brief analysis.—By the assistance of an 
indicator, those gentlemen have measured the pressure of the vapour in a 
boiler, in a box with vapour, and in the cylinder during its admission, de- 
tention, and emission. ‘They have also attempted to determine the quan- 
ity of water drawn in, and its influence as regards the pressure in the 
cylinder. Sonie of the results are very interesting, and we subjoin a few 
from our author. Comparison of the pressure in a boiler and in the cylin- 
ders. The curves traced by the indicator show—1l. That in locomotive 
machines the pressure that is settled in the cylinder, during the period of 
the admission of the vapour, and the greatest part of the time of its emis- 
sion, is evidently steady, which was established by observations made on 
several fixed machines. 2. That the pressures of the vapour during de- 
tention follows, with a regularity sufficient for practice, the law of M. 
’ Arriotte. 3. That the proportion of pressure in the cylinder to that in 
the boiler, depends on the opening in the regulator, and the rapidity of its 
movement in circulation, and, in the ordinary motion, when the former is 
equal to one-twentieth, or one-twenty-fifth, of the surface of the piston, 
the difference of pressure between the boiler and the cylinder during the 
admission, at a rapidity of thirty-six to forty kil. (1g kil. an English 
mile), an hour is but from six to ten degrees more than the pressure in 
the boiler. 4. That the quantity of water drawn in increases the difference 
of pressure. These a prove also, according to the estimation of 
M. de Pambour, that the water thus drawn in is equal to twenty-four parts 
of the water which leaves the boiler, and that the resisting pressure of the 
iston, during the period of emission at the common motion, is increased 
in the mean to fifty degrees, by the pressure of the motive power.

WEST CORNWALL RAILWAY. 

A special ing of the proprietors was held at the offices, Broad-street- 
buildings, on Monday, the 16th inst., Freperick Ricketts, Esq., in the 
chair, to receive the report prepared by the provisional committee, which 
was read by the Secretary, and stated the regret the directors felt at the ad- 
verse decision which the Select Committee of the House of Commons had pro- 
nounced upon the bill, having for its object the incorporation of this company. 
This decision was as unexpected by the promoters of the bill as it must have 
been by the opponents and every other person who attended the proceedings 
at Westminster; for up to the last moment all present were fully justified in 
concluding that, if the Cornwall Bill was passed, the West Cornwall Bill would 
also receive a favourable report. The Select Committee, however, decided other- 
wise, and having resolutely declined to disclose any of the grounds upon which 
the decision was based, it would be in vain for this committee to attempt to 
fathom the motives which induced it. The question which itself upon 
the consideration of this meeting is the steps that should adopted. The 
committee had great reason to congratulate the shareholders upon the highly 
satisfactory traffic case which it had been enabled most fully to establish be- 
fore the Select Committee. This was a circumstance so gratifying, that they 
could not have a moment’s hesitation as to the course which they recommended 
for adoption ; but they would first allude to one of the causes which it is pos- 
sible may have contributed to the loss of the bill—viz., the intervention of the 
Hayle Railway, this being selected as a principal object of attack, and cer- 
tainly rendering the scheme somewhat complicated. The committee advised 
the following measures for adoption :—1. That the West Cornwall Railway 
Company be re-modelled, having in view the purchase of the Hayle Railway, 
a re-survey of the line of country between Truro and Penzance by an able and 
experienced engineer, and an accession of strength by an addition to the num- 
bers of the committee from existing powerful and influential railway compa- 
nies. 2. That the capital of the company be increased, reserving to the scrip- 
holders the privilege of subscribing for one additional new share, in respect of 
each such old share. 3. That the above arrangement be optional, dissentient

We learn that sales of bar-iron have been effected at Newport as 
low as 7/. 5s. per ton. The demand from abroad has fallen off, and 
the price is looking down—while several of the smaller houses are 
forcing sales. The home market is better supported, and prices 
maintained. As regards Scotch pigs the “ time bargains” have had 
a serious effect, but there is evidently an inprovement, and more 
legitimate business doing. 


Last evening, the question of the broad and narrow guage was 
brought before Parliament. Our readers will remember, that the 
superiority of either is involved in the construction of a line, which 
the Great Western and the London and Birmingham Companies 
seek powers to effect. On the preliminary inquiry before the Board 
of Trade, that body gave their decision in favour of the latter, and 
in an elaborate report, remarkable alike for its perspicuity and in- 
tegrity, established the preference of the narrow guage. The de- 
feated company, however, far from succumbing to the opinion of the 
Board, resolved to combat its propositions, and, before the Parlia- 
mentary Committee, to urge its own superiority, and oppose the 
claims of its rival. After a prolonged inquiry of more than four 
weeks, that committee pronounced in favour of the Great Western, 
and thus reversed the decision of the Board of Trade. Since this 
latter adjudication, both companies have been uareusissing in their 
attempts to carry their point in Parliament—indeed, neither party 
has been over scrupulous in the mode of acquiring supporters, and 
every Member has been, more or less, systematically canvassed for 
his vote. Great curiosity was excited, as to the manner in which 
the Government would act—they were placed on the horns of a 
dilemma ; they must either have supported the Board constituted 
by themselves, or the Committee, who, after being possessed of all 
the evidence and documents advanced by each, had contraverted 
the opinions of that Board. Last evening was appointed for the re- 
ception of the report, and the interest felt on the question was 
evinced by the more than ordinary crowded House, that attended 
the discussion. Mr. Cospen opened the debate, by moving, as an 
amendment, the postponement of the consideration of the question, 
contending that the narrow gauge was indisputably the safest, speed- 
iest, and least expensive, and that the simple question at issue was, 
which guage was in future to be adoped? An animated discussion 
ensued, in which Mr. Suaw, the Chairman of the Committee, took 
occasion to revert to the principles which had guided that tribunal 
to its decision. He denied that the question of the guages was that 
which affected the result; it was a feature, but not a conclusive 
feature, in the case ; the Great Western had been first in the field, 
and, therefore, its bond fide character less equivocal ; it was a direct, 
while its rival was a circuitous, and, by fifteen miles, more lengthy 
line. The interest of the former would be to work the line effi- 
ciently, and thus increase the traffic on its parent rail; the object of 
the latter would be to work it inefficiently, and draw off traffic from 
the trunk line. The speech of the right hon. Member was masterly 
in every point, and to it, we feel assured, the success of the Great 
Western Company, is mainly attributable. Sir Tuomas Wixpz, 
and other Membeis, followed on the same side, while Mr.Warp and 
Sir Gzorce Crarxe supported the narrow gauge. Sir Roserr Peer 
briefly intimated his intention of voting for the confirmation of the 
committee, and annulling that of the Board of Trade, peeraing Ee 
— as purely judicial. After a warm debate of upwards of 

ee hours, the reception of the report was supported by 247 Mem- 
bers, and opposed by 113—thus giving a majority of 134 in favour 
of the broad guage, and confirmatory of the committee's decision. 
For the present we abstain from comment on the question, but, in 
our next, shall enter at length into the whole of its merits.

cordingly, even this ought not to be considered a sufficient cause for is- 
suing the writ, but the Attorney-General overruled the objections. This 
proceeding by scire facias, which they now pretend to be so proper, the 
trial of which, they say unfortunately, cannot take place before December, 
they have, from the first, delayed. by every possible means. Had they not 
done so, it would have come on this June ; but any delay in the cancelling 
of an invalid patent, is, of course, important to those interested in it, as on 
the patent being cancelled, all semblance of a monopoly is gone, and the 
company must strike out the word “ Patent” from their title. 

It will be remembered, that, although they have brought actions for 
alleged infringements, and threatened others, they have not dared them- 
selves to bring one of them to trial, they having discontinued two of the 
actions, and paid the defendant’s costs, and, in the other they withdrew 
their record twice, just as it was on the point of trial, and it might have 
remained untried to this day, had’ we not brought it on by proviso, obtain- 
ing a verdict in our favour, on their own evidence, and without calling 
one of our witnesses, which not only isa defeat to that action, but may be 
pleaded in bar to any other action they may bring against us on their 
patent. eg ‘The Galvanised Iron Company state, that the only rea- 
son why they have not succeeded is, that their evidence was misunder- 
stood. It certainly is a melancholy instance of the incompetence and un- 
fitness of our legal tribunals, when we consider that this case has been be- 
fore the Vice-Chancellor of England, then before the Chief Justice of the 
Common Pleas and a Special Jury ; and, lastly, that a motion for a new 
trial was made before the Judges, which ought to have been granted al- 
most as a matter of course, in order to protect “the most valuable patent 
ever enrolled,” and yet neither the Vice-Chancellor, judges, or jury, could 
see mattersin the right light ; and those connected with the Galvanised Iron 
Company will, therefore, now have to appear.as defendants, instead of 
plaintiffs, as heretofore. -If the Galvanised Iron Company would patent 
their mode of construing evidence, we certainly think there would be no 
danger of its being upset on the ground of want of novelty.

IRON SHIP-BUILDING—MALLEABLE PLATES. 
TO G, B. THORNEYCROFT, ESQ. 

Dear Sir,—As frequent inquirieshave been made as to the manufacture of the 
iron plates we are using at the Millwall Works, London, in the construction of the 
tron steamer for the Peninsular and:Oriental Company, I may, perhaps, be per- 
mitted to offer an opinion, not only,as respects the quality of the iron, but the 
extreme accuracy with which the-plates are cut squared at the ends. On 
a former occasion, I examined with more than ordinary care the operations of 
your powerful shears, and from the statements then made, and samples of the 
work done, I was convinced that nothing could be more perfect than the per- 
formance of that machine. If my memory does not deceive me, I think it will 
cut perfectly straight the edge of a large plate three-quarters of an inch thick, 
and ten feet long, at one stroke of the descending cutter; and by the aid of a 

ge and moveable graduated scale, erg mer be cut as near as possible fac- 
similes of each other, and to any width or forni which the nature of the order 
may require. In myown —— I have found uniformity of size and dimen- 
sions of great value, and that not exclusively in the saving of material, but 
that of labour in the fitting, which more than compensates for every other 
consideration in the preparation of the plates. To every person conversant 
with the subject, it must appear obvious, that plates thus prepared adapt them- 
selves without difficulty, and without trouble or expense, to their respective 
places in every structure where correct dimensions are given. I have t 
pleasure in thus bearing testimony to the value and accuracy of your cectllent 
machine, and from what 1 have seen of its powers of adaptation, I am inclined 
to believe that plates of almost every size and form may be prepared and cut 
with an exactitude scarcely, if ever, before excelled.

ing the attention of the scientific minds of the day ; and fromthe daily 
accounts we hear of American engines abroad, it certainly presents a most 
favourable picture of the genius and knowledge developed in this Jand. 
It is now little more than fifteen years since the first application of steam 
power to the purpose of railroads was tried ; and, since that time, the im-

This would have been deemed impossible only a year 
or two since—and it is stated that the same engine could, with perfect ease 
to itself, have drawn at least twenty more cars. The engine, with a train 
of 158 cars, 2020 feet in length, was started with perfect ease, without any 
strain, several times, on a level, turning curves of 700 feet radius with the 
most perfect facility, and making the run, from Schuylkill Haven to the 
Falls, eighty-four miles, in eight hours three minutes! The engine, with 
wood and water, weighs 15,4, tons only—making it, beyond all doubt, 
the greatest performance ever made. ‘The engine is peculiar in its con- 
struction, and differs entirely from any other make. The six combined 
drivers, of 46-inch diameter, are arranged in a flexible vibrating truck, de- 
tached from the main frame, which, while it insures a perfect equalisation 
of the whole weight, when pulling, adapts itself in an astonishing manner 
to any inequality in the track, reducing friction in a great degree, which 
has not heretofore been accomplished by any other plan. The engine, in 
its design and construction, reflects great credit on the skill and well-earned 
reputation of its builders, and is a further evidence of the great capacities 
of the Reading Railroad, which is ere long destined to become a most lu- 
crative work, managed as it now is, and with such valuable engines to do 
the work. It is well worth a visit to Philadelphia to pass over this fine 
road, passing through a beautiful country, to witness the extent and pe- 
culiar advantages of this great work. It is not only in the United States 
that American engines are unrivalled, but in the older countries, where, 
from the great attention that has been paid to this subject, we might Le 
led to expect a more perfect arrangement of it. In these countries, Ame- 
rican geniusand enterprise have prevailed, and are rapidly passing them on 
their own ground, by supplying them with American manufactured en- 
gines that far surpass their own. The Messrs. Norris, of Philadelphia, to 
whom we have referred before in this article, have supplied large num- 
bers to the continent of Europe and England, and have acquired great ce- _ 
lebrity in their manufactures. They have already sent twenty engines to 
Austria, and thirty-six more for the same country are now on their way 
to Trieste. Thiity-two of their make have gone to Prussia, seventeen have 
been sent to England, five to Stuttgard, two to France, and two to Italy. 
These operations of a single house prove that the celebrity of American 
made locomotives abroad is far from being insignificant, and when we con- 
sider the number of establishments of the kind in the United States, we . 
may anticipate with certainty that the time is not far distant when Ame- 
rican genius will carry off the palm from all foreign competitors. 








SUPPLY OF PURE WATER TO THE METROPOLIS AND ITS 
SUBURBS—PROPOSED NEW COMPANY.—No. IX. 
BY ALFRED BURT, ESQ. 

East Lonpon.—Objections having been made in 1828 to the source from 
whence this company raised their water, it being well known that the tide af- 
fected the River Lea to the extent of a mile beyond their works, the descrip- 
tion of water furnished closely approximated to that of the Thames, so that 
this company was impelled to obtain an Act of Parliament in 1829, to change 
the source of supply, at an expenditure of nearly 80,000/., constructed reser- 
voirs to deposit its. feculence, that the water may become clear, besides an 
semanas for conveying the water from the River Lea, at or near Lea-bri 

ills, so that the water raised may be considered a degree less objectionable. 
Although the River Lea may partake more of the nature of pure water than 
the filthy fluid drawn from the Thames; still it must be borne in mind that the 
water is subjected to the contamination from the sewage on the west side of 
the river, between Tottenham Mills and Lea-bridge Mills—a district in a state 
of rapid extension, and where a town may grow up—which sewage is now dis - 
charged into the Lea, and, from the constant agitation of the tides in driving 
upwards towards the water-works during the flood-tides, renders it no better, 
as far as regards the impurities held in chemical solution, than the water of 
the Thames, taken up in its passage through the metropolis, which circum- 
stance must destroy the beneficial qualities of the waters of the River Lea, which 
as a running stream it had acquired. 

West Mippiesex WarTEeR-Works are situate on the north bank of the 
Thames, at Hammersmith, and about nine miles from London-bridge, and draw 
water exclusively from that river. The attention of this company had like- 
wise been fixed to the object of an attempt to amend their supply, for since 
the year of 1834, at very great expenditure, laid down a conduit across the bed 
of the Riyer Thames from their works, to the opposite side of the river, where 
they purchased a large tract of land, about 400 or 500 acres, at es Elms, 
and formed reservoirs to receive the water from a higher part of the river, and 
allow it to deposit the gross impurities it contains, previous to its being con- 
veyed into the pipes or conduits across the river, and supplied to the inhabi- 
tants of their districts. With the intention also to augment their supply to an 
extent to supply the Grand Junction, the Chelsea, and the three companies on 
the south side of the river, and compel them to take the water for distribution 
solely from their reservoirs, instead of original oy my of water, distributors 
of water, that they should have water b ht to them at a certain a price, and 
be distributors of that water to the whole of those companies. Had the plan 
been realised, this pany would have enjoyed the inestimable advantages 
arising from an exclusive privilege or monopoly of supply to these very Lag a 
lous districts, and would have been one of the most ineligible projects that 
hitherto been propounded to obviate the complaints and objections with re- 
spect to the qualities of Thames water, whilst an attempt was actually made 
to introduce a scheme, for rendering the bulk of the public subservient 
to the cupidity or caprice of one joint stock company, who, with professions of 
liberality, aspired to concentrate the interests, and possess the power of com- 
poling metropolitan companies to take the water for distribution solely 
from their reservoirs, and pay for it to them alone! If this bold proposition 
cannot be admired for its modesty, it will afford a striking specimen of the 
confident assertions employed on the occasion, and may lead to a reasonable 
and just inference concerning the peculiar advantages of this much oe 
scheme, which must have tended, to all intents and-purposes, the estab t

MINING IN AUSTRALASIA. 

The interest which is now being felt with relation to the mincral pro- 
ductions of Australasia, and the progress making by the English “ Aus- 
tralasian Mines Royal Company,” lead us this week to give some particulars 
of further discoveries which have lately been made in that interesting, ex- 
tensive, and yet unexplored, country. South Australia, in particular, bids 
fair to a most important mining country—already have been dis- 
covered extensive deposits of copper and lead in the counties of Light, 
Adelaide, and Hindmarsh ; manganese in abundance, grey and red erys- 
tals of antimony from the neighbourhood of the extinct volcano, latitude 
31 deg. S. ; and some specimens of mercury are to be seen in the Survey 
Office, but the locality from whence they were derived is not known. Se- 
veral mines are opened on surveyed lands, some of them in active work- 
ing, producing large profits to the owners—for instance, from Captain 
Bagot’s mine, situate in Adelaide county, about 350 tons have been ex- 
tracted, and are now ready for shipmenty.and if this should be equal to 
his first lot, which brought 214 per ton at Swansea, the consignment will 
produce 73501, but the former being actually surface ore, and the lodes 
appearing to improve in depth, there is every probability of its proving 
still more valuable. From the general knowledge that metalliferous de- 
posits are numerous, the spirit of research is exceedingly active, and ex- 
tensive discoveries of surface minerals, and certain indications of produc- 
tive lodes, are daily being made. In the Port Lincoln district and the in- 
terior a rich and largely disseminated deposit of zinc ore has been found, 
which locality also presents strong indications of tin, which time and per- 
severance will bring to light, and a most promising lode of copper has 
been also discovered in this decidedly metalliferous country. One most 
important mineral has lately been found on the estate of W. B. Randall, 
Esq., of Gomoraka—viz., plumbago—and should it turn out to be a large 
deposit, and of a quality at all approaching the best of the Cumberland 
mineral, it will prove, indeed, a “ mine of wealth ” to the fortunate owner. 
The mines already in active operation (an account of which we gave in a 
former Number) are Wheal Gawler, Glen Osmond, and Wheal Watkins, 

roducing lead ; Kapunda and Montacute, copper ; and Yattagolingay, 
ead and copper ; these are steadily producing ores of good quality, and 
every vessel employed in the coasting navigation of Australasia arriving 
in Sydney, takes ores for transhipment to England. The successful de- 
velopment of the mining wealth of this important colony has induced fur- 
ther exertions to render it of the utmost advantage to the inhabitants. 
Mr. Bean, of Rundle-street, Adelaide, has succeeded in smelting galena, 
and has produced pigs equal to those of England, and from the last ad- 
viees we are informed he has since been engaged in the extraction of the 
silver, in which operation he fully expects to be successful. So free are 
some of the ores of lead, that they can be reduced in a common fire with- 
out a flux. One smelting-house is already erected for copper and lead 
ores. The mountain ranges contain iron in abundance, and, according to 
assurances of practical and theoretical miners, of the best quality. ‘The iron 
ores contain here and there 90 per cent of iron, and might be picked up 
from the surface without the least trouble, and thrown into the smelting- 
furnace. The establishment of iron-works, iron foundries, and steel ma- 
nufactories, would form a profitable business, and they would be able to 
supply all the British colonies in the Southern Ocean, together with the 
East Indies and China, with that article. No iron-works have as yet been 
established ; the iron foundries in Adelaide are small private undertakin 
that do not smelt any ore. The Bleng has just arrived in Liv 1 wit 
(in addition to 400 bales of wool, 200 quarters of wheat, &c.) eighty-three 
tons of copper ore, and it may be here stated that in about nine m 
viz., since September last—nearly 1200 tons of ores have been shipped, 
while a | quantity lies at the mines, and the Mary White is daily ex- 
pected, with between seventy and eighty tons of copper and lead ores, 
which she took in as ballast.

4 A GLANCE AT CORNISH MINING—No. VI.* 
BY JOSEPH YELLOLY WATSON, ESQ., F.G.5, 

In exploring a mine, first the discovery, and next the appearances, of a 
lode, are matters of the greatest possible importance, inasmuch as the very 
existence of the mine may be said to depend upon them. I, therefore, 
propose, in this paper, to bring forward the opinions, both of practical 
men and of writers on the subject, of the good and the bad appearances of 
veins in general, more especially, however, of those in Cornwall, odes, 
veins, and courses of ore run through mining districts for several miles, 


and have never, we believe, been followed to an actual termination ; 
although in different strata of ground, and through the intervention of 
cross-courses, which interfere with their regular run, and heave them 
into ground uncongenial for mineral, the character and qualities of a lode 
differ widely ; indeed, although « lode be rich-in one mine, it is no ar- 
gument at all why it should also be rich in the adjoining sett. - The 
nerally expressed opinion is contrary to this, though we believe many 
instances may be adduced in proof of its correctness, A lode may be 
rich in parts distant from each other, and extremely poor in the inter- 
mediate spaces; and attention should be paid to th eexineeeion which 
appears to exist between the lodes and the rocks whieh they intersect: 
In Wheal Ann Mine, 30,0000, were lost in exploring the same lode which 
had been rich in Wheal Alfred ; had it been a different lode, the atlven- 
turers would have been satisfied with a less expensive trial, In Trega- 
joran and Burncoose—now called Carn Brea—the adventurers lost a 
Soe sum of money on the lode which kad yielded large produce in 
Cook’s Kitchen and Tincroft. To come to a case within the knowledge 
of many at the present time, we might instance Morcom’s lode, which 
in Wheal Jewel yielded a profit of 100,000/, but which, though found 
also in West Jewel, and separated from the former only by a cross-course, 
has not been at all productive of ore. 

The direction of tin and copper lodes is generally within thirty degrees 
from east and west, and they are situated in killas, or slate, at no very great 
distance from the granite; at least, they are seldom sought for any 
where else by cautious miners, and their underlay, or dip, as it is called, 
is north or south ; and some idea of it may be given, by supposing the 
slanting roof of a church to be wedeapnes, Lodes are subject to va- 
rious contingencies and freaks, all of which have some significant name 
given them by the miner ; no one would suppose they would ever take 
airings on horseback! But, when a vein divides into branches, and 
leaves a trunk of dead ground between them, it is said to take horse ;— 
and it is sometimes considered a good indication, a fine deposit of cbpper 
being generally found under the “ animal’s tail ;” so at least say the miners. 
The width of lodes varies from a barleveorn to thirty-six feet, though only 
one has ever been found in Cornwall of the latter width ; this was in 
Relistian Mine, and only lasted twenty fathoms in length. ‘The lode in 
the celebrated Wheal Maria, though worth 4002 per fathom, has never 
exceeded eighteen feet in width. The average width of veins in general 
may be stated at from one to four feet. The principal substance in them 
is crystallised spar, mixed with ore, and called the leader of the lode ; the 
veins are distinguished by names, according to the nature of the vein- 
stones ; such as gossan—considered the most promising for copper—spar, 
mundic, peach, flookan, caple, and pryan ; one or other of these generally 
constitutes the principal part of lodes, the ore seldom being continuous for 
any considerable distance, or prevailing entirely, except in small veins, 
but scattered throughout in irregular veins, layers, branches, and other forms. 

The pale blue killas generally accompanies a rich vein of copper, and 
it is the easiest to work on in sinking shafts ; in deep mines it sometimes 
| a ve through the killas, and is continued in granite. When copper 
odes, from 2 state of poverty, become either gradually or suddenly 
rich, the change is said to be generally in the quality rather than in the 
constituent parts of their vein-stones: as, from hard quartz or capel, to 
quartz in a state of decomposition, called by the miners sugary spar, or 
to soft chlorite, which they call peach. Another change is from a very solid, 
compact lode, to what is called a hollow lode, abounding in cavities or 
vughe. A lode of beautiful spar, yellow ore, white iron, and a 
portion of mundic, seldom fails making a great quantity of ore. On the 
contrary, when very granitic, or containing much schorlaceous quartz, it 


is seldom uctive for copper. Tin lodes are in general richer or 
rin the elvan than in the adjoining rocks, in pation to the 
rdness or softness of the elvan. A very soft or very hard gossan is 


equally thought less favorable than if its consistency be moderately firm; 
and a very dark colour is also thought discouraging. Copper gossans are 
softer, paler, and less quartzose, and more vesicular than tin gossans, 
Lodes im granite and producing tin ore, are chiefly cemposed of a pale 
green felspar through which the tin ore is interspersed in form of crystal- 
line granules, sometimes as large as a pea, but generally small as sand. 
In many places, and more especially in the slaty rocks in the tieigh- 
bourhood of the fossilliferous beds in the eastern district of Cornwall, some 
portions of the lodes, when large, consist almost wholly of a very white 
crystalline quartz, abounding in vughs, or cavities, lined with c ls of 


the same, and inclcse innumerable disjointed pieces of slate, ca- 
vities lined with crystals, and the spots of slate, are said to be unequivocal 
are 


signs of poverty in those parts of the lodes where they occur. 
also certain minerals which are seldom found in the richer parts of lodes; 
in those which yield copper ore, chlorite, commonly called peach, is most 
conspicuous. We have been told that the rich South Caradon was near 
being abandoned, on account of the lode containing so much re when 
first discovered. ‘Tin ore in the deeper parts of lodes, which have pro- 
duced copper ore only, is considered ve: prot nee 
Mr. Carne has classified lodes under the llowing heads :—By a lode is 
meant a metalliferous vein. By east and west lodes—mcetalliferousveins, 
whose direction is not more than thirty s from east and: west. 
Caunter lode—a vein whose direction is from thirty to sixty degrees from 
east and west. Cross-courses are veins whose direction is not more than 
thirty degrees from north and south. Flookan veins are of whitish or 
greenish clay, generally argillaceous, Cross flookans—veins of the same 
nature, having the direction of cross-courses. Sldes—veins of slimy clay, 
greatly inclined, having generally an east and west, and rarely a north and 
south direction ; these often occur in lodes and disarrange their regular 
course and value. True veins have usually regular ae Bar sométimes 
a thin layer of clay between the wall and the vein ; small ches are also 
frequently found to diverge from them on both sides. Contemporaneous 
veins have been usually distinguished from true veins by their shortness, 
crookedness, and irregularity of size, as well as by the similarity of the 
constituent parts of the substances which they contain to those of the adjoin- 
ing rocks, with which they are generally so closely connected as to appear 
a of the same mass. o other marks, more distinctive, may be added. 
en these veins meet ¢ach other in a cross direction they do not exhibit 
the heaves or interruptions of true veins, but usually unite. In a number 
of contem: eous veins, some may appear to beheaved, but the apparent 


sheave seldom affects more than one vein, and it is in general easy to per- 


ceive that what appear to be parts of the same vein, are, in fact, 
different "ith they as terminate at or — woe a boon voewr true veins 
are met with, are seldom traversed by . Itis generally supposed 
that whenever a lode is rich, if there be another lode near it, having the 
same direction, and in thée'same country, whether killas, granite, or in an 
elvan course, it will be found rich in that part which is opposite to the rich 
part of the first lode. The saying ore against ore is of early date, but though 
the circumstance sometimes occurs, it is by no means to be depended npon

As a line seeking to support itseif from its own interfal 
traffic it will be a first-rate investment. But it is inteuded that this \ine should be 
the precursor of a scheme of no ordinary importance—viz., the rendering Chester 
an efficient port for large vessels. 

On the completion of the provisional committee, and preliminary arrangements 
on this line, a separate company will be formed for the construction of a ship canal 
from Dawpool to Chester, a distance of twelve miles; this is a matured plan. 

It was entertained by Sr John Rennie, in 1825, and subsequently by the late Mr 
Chapman, in the same year, who wrote an able report on the subject, with a view 
of extending it to Manchester, as making that important town aseaport. The ground 
was afterwards, io 1837, surveyed by Sir John Rennie and Mr. George Remington, 
with a view to making a ship canal, of twenty feet water, to the walls of Chester ;

This railway will, therefore, in connection with the ship canal, render to Chester 
and Manchester incalculable advantages. To the former it will restore the proper 
position natural to so important a city ; to the latter it will give another outlet by 
sea to the manufacturing districts, free of the heavy port charges and dues to which 
the prodace is pow subject. It has not been thought advisable to combine the two 
objects in one company at present, but, should it be found requisite, the two may 
hereafter be amalgamated.

Srr,— While s6 many schemes are afloat in this country, as well as others, 
which can only be called bubbles, designed to entrap the unwary, and to 
pandcr to that gambling speculation, which has lately been so rite, which, 
when stopped, as undoubtedly it must be soon, will lead to a fearful re- 
action, involving many in loss, and covering others with shame and dis- 
grace, it is some consolation to find, that there are some projects in the 
market, calculated to repay the adventurers, and, at the same time, benefit 
the country where they are undertaken. With any one, among the many, 
conversant with Spanish affairs, and its present corrupt Government, it will 
be admitted, as a notorious fact, that concessions for railways may be ob- 
tained without the slightest difficulty, and a host of high-sounding aristo- 
cratic names, who (having been shelved for the last twenty years, are glad 
to see themselves in any way once again brought into notice), kindly con- 
deseend to allow themselves to appear as patrons. For the faults and mis- 
statements of some, we are not to condemn all ; and, although there are 
proj ilroads in Spain, which can never be carried out, not only on 
account of theirimpracticability, there are some which must amply repay the 
proprietors, and, in some few years, return fair, if not great, profits. One 
of these few is the line projected by the Central Company, from Madrid 
to Badajoz, and there uniting with the Portuguese line to Lisbon. Pro- 
ceeding, as this line does, through the valleys of the Tagus and Guadiana, 
in many cases through a country almost level, the engineering difficulties 
to be encountered are so trifling, that they can be combatted with moderate 
skill and little expense. The province of Estramadura, through which the 
line will pass, at present possesses hordes of cattle, which the proprietors 
are unable to dispose of, or feed—they are now obliged every summer to 
send them to the mountainous districts, to gather what pasturage they can 
find—when the line comes in operation they will be able to send them for 
4 trifling cost to Madrid, where they will always find a market ; or, should 
they prefer sending them to the mountains, the transport will be materially 
lessened by using the line, as also the expense of the shepherds and the food 
of the cattle on their route to the mountains. In the summer, Estremadura 
being a plateau country, producing corn, the climate is very dry and hot, 
the sun scorches the whole of the herbage, which obliges the farmers to 
transport their cattle to the cooler distriets ; at present, the capital is badly 
supplied with fresh meat, not being able to procure it from the adjacent 
provinces when required—hy the line they will ensure a constant supply. 
The branch line from Merida to Cadiz will be a great outlet for their corn, 
which now, in some places, is not cultivated, on account of the heavy 
transport. Wool, which is now sent in great quantities, from this pro- 
vince to France and at a great expense, must be carried by the line to 
Madrid, it being by 50 per cent. the cheapest and shortest route. Salt fish, 
which in Spain, as in all Catholic countries, isa great article of consump- 
tion, from Cadiz and other ports can be supplied in the interior of the 
country, at almost one-half the present price. One of the many advantages, 
which must not be overlooked in this line, is the passenger traffic ; at pre- 
sent, persons proceeding to France from Portugal and the south of Spain, 
cond be the Peninsular and Oriental steam boats from Lisbon and Cadiz 
to England, and from thence to France ; when the Portuguese and Cen- 
tral lines are completed, the nearest, cheapest, and most commodious route 
will be vid Madrid, which now is avoided, and the circuitous and expen- 
-sive route preferred, on account of the slow, difficult, and inefficient mode 
of travelling at present pursued in Spain and Portugal. The projectors 
of the Cadiz and Madrid railroad have had the honesty to declare the im- 
praeticability of their line ; the natural consequences of this will be to 
threw all the traflic of the south-west of Spain into the hands of the Central 
Company, as the resources of Spain become more developed, this, together 
with the Portuguese traffic, will render their line one of the most import- 
aut in Europe. Toledo, Seville, Cadiz, Talavera, the fertile provinces of 
Estremadura, Andalusia, and Granada, which are the richest in pastural 

oductions of all the Spanish provinces, and possess the wealthiest inha- 

itants, will be brought within a few hours of the capital. A great por- 
tion of the district connected with the line, is not deficient in mineral pro- 
duce, and probably this line may lead to the developement of the coal- 
fields, which at present are lying dormant in Andalusia ; phosphate of 
lime, which is much wanted in some parts of the country for manure, 
abounds in several districts contiguous to the line. The transport of fruits, 
wine, oil, and corn to the seaports, and the capital, should not be passed 
over—the present consumption and transport of fruit is very great, but it 
would be materially increased was there a quicker conveyance ; at pre- 
sent, by the slow mode of trarelling, the fruit being liable to spoil, it is a 
great risk, if it comes-to market in a saleable state. Coming, as this line 
does, to Madrid from the frontiers of Portugal, and there meeting the lines 
from Barcelona and Alicante, it must be considered us the junction of the 
Mediterranean and Atlantic. ,The commerce which will circulate between 
two such channels, in the course of a few years, must be enormous. In 
former periods, Spain was noted for her power and her riches, and she still 
the elements of a great country. The introduction of railroads 
will be the commencement of a new era in Spain, by the quick and im- 
proved communication, man will be able to converse more freely, and in- 
terchange his thoughts, with his fellow man—despotism will be overthrown, 
and Spain assume once more her position among the powers of Europe.

Sin,£Your accustomed courtesy will, I have no doubt, allow me a very 
small space in your valuable Journal to answer a very small article which 
appeared in the Mining Journal of June 14. The article is not so much 
a literary, as a mental, curiosity ; could we persuade ourselves that it came

EXTENSION OF THE Ratway System.—The rapid progress steam na- 
vigation, and more particularly steam as applied to railroads, has made in 
England during the past ten or fifteen years, is emulating all the conti- 
nental powers, and the most influential speculators and capitalists to.em- 
bark in these great enterprises. There is even at the present moment up- 
wards of 100,000,000/. sterling applied for, to carry out the different pro- 
jected lines, in addition to that already embarked, and the general remark 
is—where is the money to be fouud ?—but such is the spirit of speculation 
in this country, that wealth, which for years has been lying dormant, will 
now be brought into cireulation for their construction ; during the present 
session the railroad bills brought in for the three kingdoms embrace alto- 
gether a length of 8080 miles: of these the proportion for Ireland is 1400 
miles, which will be one of the most beneficial means of employing a por- 
tion of her population, and eventually open for that fertile country a faci- 
lity of transit, the want of which has heretofore been so severely felt by 
the agricultural and commercial community. In France the railway bills 
which have passed through the Chamber of Deputiesthis session, comprise a 
length of upwards of 3500 miles, the greater portion of which will be car- 
ried on by British capital, and no doubt prove a profitable investment, and, 
at the same time, cause a great demand for English locomotives and our 
iron. A few years back the idea of a line of railway from Calais, Bou- 
logne, to Paris, and from thence to Dijon, Lyons, Avignon, and Marseilles, 
from the northern to the southern extremity of the kingdcm, would be 
looked wpon as a chimera, or the imagination of a madman, but such is 
the rapid stride of speculation, that in less than three years this line will 
be finished—opening a direct communication between London, Paris, and 
the finest port in the Mediterranean, which will be performed in about 
fifty hours. The railways from Havre to Paris, ditto to Bordeaux, Tou- 
louse, Bayonne, Montpellier, and the south from Paris to Strasbourg and 
the eastern departments, and to the north by Lille, St. Quentin, &c., join- 
the Belgian frontier, will throw open a wide field for commercial enter- 
prise, English capital, and English industry. In Belgium, Germany, and 
even uncivilised Russia, the railway mania is making a rapid progress, 
Governments nor people no longer think of the probability of war; the 
former hatred that once existed between nations is lost in the desire of 
money-making speculations. ‘The Parisian no longer dreads the idea of 
seeing the Prussian or the Cossack at his gates, nor the northern powers 
the republican military Frenchman. Railways must necessarily not only 
conciliate but enlighten nations. In bigotted Spain and Portugal, lines 
are about being laid down from the sea-coast to Madrid on the north; to 
Cadiz, Malaga, and Barcelona in the south, with branches to Lisbon and 
Oporto. In Italy and Sardinia extensive lines are also in progress. 
British India a grand revolution is about taking place, by the establishing 
of nearly 4000 miles of railway, which will be the means of civilising its 
ignorant ation ; so far does English enterprise extend, that a com- 
pany is projecting to apply to his Celestial Majesty for the introduction 
of railways even into China, In the West Indies and Canada the same 
desire exists as in Europe to have their railways, In South America—a 
country which offers so many resources to commercial enterprise, bat

FRENCH,RAILWAY LEGISLATION, 

The attention which we continue to give to the proceedings of the legis- 
lative body in France, e us to know that an extreme Jovity. continues 
to preside at the acts to they give rise, with the same facility as that 

which they annul them. An amendment, affecting the fate of the 
railway from Avignon to Lyons, ag, sd its object to Ree at the charge 
of the grantees a branch railway from Lyons to Gren the construc- 
tioh of which will require an augmentation of capital of thirty mil- 
lions, has been voted without reflection ; the Members of the Chamber for- 
getting that they were acting in direct contradiction to that which they 
had done with respect to the branch from Fam to Hasebrouck, in* 
conjunction with the trunk of the railway from Paris to Lille. “It is truly 
painful to see men of elevated minds, of whom the French Parliament con- 
tains a great number, constantly presenting the grievous speetac! ich 
versatility. The Deputies desire competition ; they are dirastful efhigh 
financial influence, which, it is well known, obtains fromthe Minister all 
kinds of favours. To obviate this, the Deputics prohibit direct concessions ; 
they adopt the system of adjudications, and, at the same time, they grant 
to the Minister the power of admitting whomsoever he may please to com- 
petition at those adjudications, so that companies formed a long time 
previously, administered by honourable and capable men, may, at the will 
of the Minister, be excluded from competition, without the Minister being 
bound to state the motives of his refusal, In truth, if the consequences 
were not of so grave a nature, it would be amusing to contemplate all those 
inconsistencies, and we might hold up to ridicule that nation which fears it 
the most. Suppose, then, that a Minister, such as those, of which the his- 
tory of France presents but too great a number, who may be influenced by 
large capitalists ; who, then, shall prevent the Minister from performing 
with such parties a species of petite comedie? In such a case, for instance, 
as when three companies should be in a state of rivalship, in order to ob- 
tain the concession of a line, it should be agreed that two of them should * 
be admitted to competition, and that the third should be put aside ; those 
two fuvoured companies might dissemble rivalship between them, whilst, 
at the same time, they might secretly agree, so that the pretended com- 
petition would become a mere mockery. We have received letters, from 
which it would appear, that the application of this supposition would 
become changed into reality. For a projected French railway, two com- 
panies, out of three, have made arrangements together ; the journals have 
even published this—but, mark ! one of them suddenly became dissolved, 
making it ap that the company intended to re-establish itself with a 
larger capital, so that it might be thought that there wonld still be two 
companies for competition, in case the Minister might think proper not to 
admit the third company to present itself at the adjudication. If this be 
true, it is a mystification for the Deputies, which, perhaps, the Peers of 
France will not submit to so easily, 

Another contradietion with what the Chamber of Deputies desire and 
think of doing is found in the project relative to the branches from Dieppe and 
Fecamp, on the Havre Railway. The law of June, 1842,which conceded this 
latter railway to the company of Laffitte states, “that the said company shall 
be bound to allow the branches, which might be considered necessary, to 
be ordered”—which means, that those branches may become an object of 
competition. It has occurred, then, that several companies have been 
formed in London for the Dieppe braach, which, having entered into cor- 
respondence with the Brighton Railway, and completed by port works, 
would present, at all times and seasons, a shorter route from London to 
Paris, than by Havre, Calais, and even Boul Those companies 
formed for the Dieppe branch, at the head of which are hono e and 
experienced men, had imagined that the company which should offer the 
best terms to the Government would have the preference at the adjudica- 
tion. As those companies have some time since collected the capital, or 
necessary funds, and as arbi means could not have been resorted to, 
without scandal, in order to exclude them from competition, other means 
have been employed, in order to get rid of them. A small branch from 
Fecamp has been contrived, which is incompatible, as regards s - 
lation, with the Dieppe branch, but is perfectly suitable. to the end 
Railway, as an auxilliary branch. ‘Those two branches have then been 
united into one company, which really was wages J the problem, hitherto 
undiscovered, of uniting fire with water; then, with admirable sang froid, 
a request has been addressed to the Chamber, for a direct concession for 
the two branches, in the name of the Havre Company. 

So that the: law for the Havre Railway will have uselessly calculated 
upon competition being entered into—uselessly, likewise, will the Cham- 
ber have adopted this principle for‘all seers at even quite recently, 
with respect to the branches from Paris to tenan, from Creil to st 
Quentin, and from Fambourg to Hasebronck. It matters little; the Minis- 
ter who knows that the Chamber is habituated to undo to-day that which 
they had adopted but yesterday, who knows the Chamber to be sufficient] 
docile to undo that which they had done for the benefit of the Havre Rail- 
way Company, does not hesitate to propose a measure which has already 
caused a rise of 2/. premium on the shares promised to the favoured par- 
ties. Thus the Havre Company, which has already received pecuniary aid 
from the Treasury, and has obtained # concession for double the period 
for which it par” « Ra been if the railway had been open to competition, 
see immolated for their advantage all the laws of justice and equity. 

We have not space for supporting, by the enumeration of a variety of 
other contradictions, our accusation — the Deputiés of France, for de- 
grading themselves in the opinion of the. civilized world, by an inconsis- 
tency in their laws and measures, of which they alone furnish such nume- 
rous examples, Insulted by the Government, who treat them as school- 
boys, let them understand gry sees and judges them. 

The French are generally the els of the Belgians, as regards the 
direction of financial affairs, and especially in matters of railways ; we in- 
vite the French to take a lesson from the Nowe which bounds them on the 
north, And it is because affairs are more skilfully conducted in Holland and 
Belgium, than the French market,that in all England, the Dutch and Bel- 
gium companies have supplanted the French companies; all these, which not 
long since came out here, immediately attained a large premium, whereas, 
now, they try in vain to obtain any. Now, let the French understand well, 
that oo will not be made, if, on the issue of shares, no premium 
takes place. Besides, figures speak better than words. Let the French Ly- 
curguses judge of what is thought in other countries, by comparing 
the promises of shares in the two countries.
